Huge AT & T Corporation 
Hit With Anti-Trust Suit

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In

ever, the government is moving 
to break up tiie Bell System 
and its centerpiece, American 
Telephone 
& Telegraph, 
for 
alledgedly 
monopolizing

The Justice Department filed 
civil suit 'Wednesday in Federal

Court 
here 
against 
AT&T, 
the

The government is trying to 
force AT&T to give up Western 
Electric, its exclusive manufac­ 
turing arm, plus some of its 
interstate telephone Network, in 
order to promote competition 
and possibly reduce consumer 
rates.

served notice if would vigorous­ 
ly fight the case. “We are 
confident we are not in violation 
of the antitrust laws and we are 
astonished 
that

disregard for its impact on the 
public," said AT&T Chairman 
John D. deButts in a statement 
from New York.

Turkey and all the trimmings for a family of four will 
cost 68 cents less this year than it did in 1973. 
That’s the result of a survey of food prices in 14 
geographically representatives cities around the country. 
UPI checked supermarket prices on eight Thanksgiving 
dinner items and found they added up to an average of 
$8 76 this year, down from $9.44 last year 
The 10-pound turkey was the big - and only - money- 
saver. The average price of a lu-pound unbasted hen 
turkey was $6.31 cents, a dollar less than in 1973 and even 
cheaper on advertised specials. 
But all the other items on the list reflected the general 
increase in grocery prices in the past year. 
Margarine is up an average of 18 cents a pound, from 
40 cents to 58 cents. 
Fresh sweet potatoes have jumped from 20 cents a 
pound to 24 cents. 
A 16-ounce can of peas costs 32 cents compared with 
27 cents 
Cranberry sauce is up from 26 cents to 34 cents for a 16 
ounce can. 
A. package of 12 brown-and-serve rolls is selling for 10 
cents more than last year, up to 47 cents 
A 16-ounce can of pumpkin costs 27 cents this year 
compared with 22 cents last year, and frozen pie shells 
cost about a penny more apiece.

Amtrak President To Resign

setting small fires. 
Officials said nine guards, 
using tear gas, quelled the 
outbreak about two-and-one-haif 
hours after it started, at 7:30' 
p.m. EST. Four persons were 
placed in isolation, a spokes­ 
man for the Indiana Depart­ 
ment of Correction said. 
Authorities said they had no 
explanation for the outburst, 
but it was similar to one late 
last Friday and which con­ 
tinued Saturday. However, last 
weekend’s disturbance involved 
only ‘*'safekeepers’’ —those per­

disturbance until the persons 
involved had refused repeated 
warnings.

broken windows and burned

$6,600.

into the cause of the disturb­ 
ance was being undertaken, 
authorities said.

Sandstone quarried in a small valley hid­ 
den In the hills of northwestern Orange 
County has been a valuable Hoosier mine­ 
ral resource for more than 150 years. This 
stone, shaped into many different types 
of sharpening stones, has found its way to 
cities and farms all over the country, and 
to many distant lands. 
As early as 1821 rough stone, quarried 
about 9 miilies west of Orleans, was hauled 
overland by oxcart and horse-drawn wag­ 


on to a water-powered finishing mill at 
Hindostán Falls on White River. Finished 
stone then was shipped by flatboat to 
New Orleans and other markets. 
Today, artificial stone dominates the 
abrasives industry and Hoosier whetstone 
production has declined to only one 
operation. Unique properties of the natu­ 
ral stone, however, should insure a small 
market for many years.

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A FADING HOLIDAY 
Armistice Day is rapildly becoming only a memory as 
far as any meaningful observance is concerned. 


In the first place. Congress messed things up by 
establishing what now is called Veterans' Day on the last 
Monday in October. This fits very neatly into the scheme 
of 
moving 
holidays 
around 
to 
provide 
three-day 
weekends Veterans’ Day was to replace the traditional 
Nov. 11 Armistice Day. 


For any who may have forgotten the significance of 
the Nov. 11 date, it was on that day in 1918 that Germany 
capitulated and World War I, the so-called war to make 
the world safe for democracy, came to an end. 


For many years subsequent of 1919, Nov 11 always 
was a day of both celebration and contemplation. There 
were parades, speeches and other typical events. 


But it was not long before World Wrar II erupted. It 
lasted from 1939 until 1945 Quickly on its heels came the 
Korean War and our part in the “U.N. police action” 
there. It never really did end for “peace talks” still go on 
sporadically. Meanwhile there was the Vietnam War 
which supposedly has ended as far as our participation is 
concerned, but fighting continues. 


Perhaps it’s no small wonder then that the meaning 
and significance of Armistice Day, as we once knew it, 
have tarnished. To many states., 41 to be exact, it’s still 
Armistic Day and Nov. 11 is the date, although public 
offices in many of these states take advantage of the 
October date to close up shop for a three-day holiday. 
Indiana clings to the Nov. 11 date but there is divided 
opinion on who closes on what date. Public officials don’t 
miss any opportunities for a day off. 


To the American Legion, whose ranks of World War I 
veterans are thinning each year, Nov. 11 is still Armistice 
Day and they plan to observe it as long as they can. 
Locally, Harry Hay Post, No. 65., managed to get enough 
firing squad members together last Monday to fire a 
salute over the grave of Harry Ray at Earlham Cemetery . 
He was the first Wayne County soldier to die in World War 
I. 


The hollowness of the observation, however, was 
quite apparent in Chicago where no one came to the 
Illinois National Guard Armory except Guard officers and 
some 29 persons on 'the reviewing stand for what was to' 
have hcen an observance of the day. 


It may be that a return to the Nov. 11 date, nation­ 
wide, could bring a more fitting observation of the day set 
aside to honor war dead. Objectors may point out that 
such is the purpose of Memorial Day. 


Be that as it may, Armistice Day or Veterans’ Day 
still should be more than an opportunity for a one-day 
vations. Thanks are due to those who continue to con­ 
sider its real significance.

specific creed or policy . I have 
yet to hear the first word that 
was not praise for the work of 
the Salvation Army. 
Talking to a local official, I 
was told: “There is a growing 
tendency today for citizens to 
want to get away from the very 
thing that made America great.

Heat saving measures, al 
ways a timely topic in terms of 
economy* became urgent with 
'the fuel Shortage last winter, 
and wise householders have 
been concentrating since on 
energy saving. 
Judi Hampton, who spent 
several weeks “in the field’’ 
learning 
what 
the 
experts 
recommend, says her sugges­ 
tions on conservation could cut 
fuel bills by half. Using her 
special doll house to illustrate, 
she makes the following recom­ 
mendations : 
Insulate your house properly, 
and save up to 30 per cent on 
heating bills. 
Get 
that 
burner 
tuned. 
Upgrading the efficiency of 
burner and boiler or furnace 
may save up to 25 per cent of 
fuel bill. 
Lower the thermostat just 6 


degrees, and save up to 20 per 
cent. 
Repair leaky faucets. A leak 
of one drop per second adds up 
to 650 gallons a year. That’s a 
lot of money down the drain— 
for water and the energy to 
heat it if it’s a hot water leak. 
Take >showers 
instead 
of 
baths. They use less water. A 
fine spray head uses less than a 
coarse spray . 
Unless you have a large 
family, keep your water heater 
set at 140 degrees Fahrenheit. 
This is an adequate water 
temperature for a normal house 
with a dishwasher. For every 
10 degrees the temperature is 
raised above 140 degrees, hot 
water costs increase by 3 per 
cent. 
Run dishwasher and washing 
machine only when you have a 
full 
load. 
A 
smaller 
load 
requires just as much hot water 
and electricity. 
Be sure major appliances— 
dishwasher, clothes washer and 
dryer, 
refrigerator-freezer, 
stove—are operating at m ax­ 
imum efficiency. 
Other easy but often over­ 
looked ways to conserve include 
closing house doors promptly to 
keep heat inside, and trying to 
keep children from running in 
and out. Some experts estimate 
fuel bills are three per cent 
higher for each child in the 
family.

Don’t allow rugs, draperies or 
furniture to block, heat outlets. 
Don’t be a thermostat fiddler 
Switching room temperatures 
back and forth wastes fuel. 
Close fireplace dampers when 
not in use. 


Unplug instant-on television 
sets, when not in, use. When 
plugged in, a small amount ot 
current is being 
used con­ 
tinuously. 
Use fluorescent lamps where- 
ever possible, certainly in 
kitchen, bath, laundry room, 
bsement and workshop. They 
produce five times as much 
light for the same amount of 
energy as do incandescent ones. 
They also last up to 10 times 
longer. 


Open window shades, blinds 
or draperies to let sunshine add 
warmth to rooms. In sunless 
areas and at night, close them 
over 
large 
glass 
areas 
to 
reduce 
heat 
loss 
through 
windows up to 16 per cent. This 
is particularly important if you 
do not have storm windows. 
Storm windows and weather- 
stripping, of course, are major 
conservation measures. 
Defrost foods before cooking. 
A roast that has been defrosted, 
as an example, requires up to 
one-third less cooking time than 
one started from the frozen 
state. Always let food cool to 
room temperature before out- 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For

combination 
of 
reasons 
ranging from weight-watching 
to price, the average American 
these days has cut consumption 
of dairy foods by more than, a 
fourth from the levels of a 
generation 
ago, 
government 
records indicate. 
There are some signs, how­ 
ever, that the long decline is 
leveling off. 
Records 
assem bled 
by 
Agriculture Department econo­ 
mists show Americans this year 
will consume the equivalent of 
.541 pounds of milk, in forms 
ranging from fresh whole milk 
to cheese, butter and other 
dairy foods. This is more than 
28 per cent below the 740-pound 
per capita consumption figure 
for 1950. 
A department dairy expert 
said the 1974 estimate, down 15 
pounds or 2.7 per cent from 
1973, 
is 
the 
smallest 
in 
government records which go 
back half a century to 1924. 
A 
detailed 
study 
of 
the 
records also indicates, however, 
that part of the long decline has 
been due to a factor which will 
have comparatively little im­ 
pact in the future —the sharp 
drop 
over 
the 
past 
two 
generations in the amount of 
milk, consumed on the farm. 
With farm use of milk down to 
an almost irreducible minimum 


in recent years, per capita 
consumption of milk 
in all 
forms off the farm has been 
holding 
at 
a 
comparatively 
steady level. 
In 1970, for example, nonfarm, 
commercial sales of milk in all 
forms amounted to 512 pounds 
for every m an, woman and 
child in the country. The figure 
rose to 513 pounds in 
1972 
before 
calling 
back 
tu 
an 
estimated 510 pounds as total 
national milk, production de­ 
clined again this year to the 
lowest level since 1948. 


The overall decline in all 
milk products combined also 
masks some sharply contrast­ 
ing trends in American eating 
habits. Per capita consumption 
of cheese, for example, has 
been rising while butter con­ 
sumption has been declining. 


In 
fluid 
milk 
products, 
records 
show 
a 
long-term 
downtrend 
in 
the 
average 
consumer’s purchases has been 
slowed by steady gains in sales 
of low-fat milks including, skim 
milk. In the last decade alone, 
for example, per capita con­ 
sumption of fluid whole milk 
has dropped 21 per cent from 
123 quarts a year to 95.5 quarts. 
But consumption of low -fat milk 
products has jumped from 22.4 
quarts per capita a year in 1965 
to 36.4 quarts this year.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. -

be part of your everyday 
vocabulary, 
but 
they

probably on the tip of your 
tongue every day or so. After all, 
these food additives are often 
found in the food you eat. 
“Such additives help maintain 
the quality of food," says Betty 
Rehfeld, Estension foods and 
nutrition specialist at Purdue 
U niversity. 
“ They 
help 
preserve food as well as make 
food more attractive, nutritious, 
and tasty,’’ she adds. 
Despite these facts, some 
consumers jump to the con­ 
clusion that food additives are 
unsafe. And, as a result, they 
may buv “organic" foods—at 


ting it into the refrigerator... 
Instead of an electric food 
warmer, heat a ceramic tile in 
the oven and then use it to keep 
food warm during the meal. A 
pressure cooker can cut both 
heating time and energy use. 
Wear warm clothing around 
the house—garments that cover 
arms and legs. 
Nearly half our heat goes out 
the window, up the chimney, 
down the cellar and through a 
myriad of other overlooked 
spots. Most of us are just not 
used to thinking about conser­ 
vation. A season of concentrat­ 
ing on ways to save will soon 
make conservation a habit.

A dm inistration 
(FDA) is responsible for en­ 
forcing rules and regulations 
concerning additives as the 
result of two important pieces of 
legislation. The Food Additive 
Amendment and the 
Color 
Additive Amendment set limits 
on the kind and amount of ad­ 
ditives that food, can contain,’’ 
Dr. Rehfeld says. 
In 
1958, when 
the Food 
Additive 
Amendment 
was 
passed, the FDA began the 
GRAS list—short for Generally 
Recognized As Safe. Additives 
recognized as sale due to long, 
common usage and additives 
proven 
safe 
through 
ex­ 
perimentation were put on the 
list. 


“Substances on the GRAS list 
include sugar, salt, fruit and 
beverage acids, gums, spices, 
b a k i n g 
p o w d e r , 
m onoglycerides, and many 
other substances—both natural 
and synthetic,” Dr. Rehfeld 
says, adding that the GRAS list 
is currently being revised for 
safety. 


Additives on the list must go 
through the same tests as those 
that a new additive must pass. 
Various amounts of the additive

animals. If no harmful effects 
are observed, the additive will

WASHINGTON (UPI > 
President Ford, it appears, 
cannot understand why his 
predecessors bemoaned their 
awesome burden and viewed 
the presidency as a hardship 
Ford has stated unequivoca 
bly that he will definitely run 
for the presidency in 1976, 
because he “enjoys" being 
President. 
Those may or may not be the 
words of a Pres.dent in his 
infancy. He has yet to suffer a 
major crisis, although his quick 
pardon of former President 
R i c hard M.. N i x o n e o s t h i m 
support and upset many of his 
followers. 
He naturally wants to win his 
own place in the White House 
and to carve out a place in 
history Two years any Presi­ 
dent would agree is too short a 
time 
But now Ford has cleared the 
air. He has told other Republi­ 
can hopefuls that it is too late 
for them He also is trying to 
assure other world leaders that 
he has continuity in leadership 
and is making commitments 
that will hold up in the future. 
But confident, and secure as 
he is. Ford plans to run as an 
underdog He says he must run 
with the feeling that he is going 
to lose the way he has always 
run and won. 
Two years is not too long to 
have a hat in the ring And 
from the White House podium. 
Ford knows he carries com­ 
manding prestige 
He can grab headlines every 
day by making news. If he 
whips inflation and recession, 
political analyst Richard Scam 
in on says, he will lie impossible 
to beat 
Ford is not going to be 
stampeded into bold: dramatic 
actions, even to enhance his 
standing. 
In fact, he appears wedded to 
some of the philosophical ideas 
he had in Congress, with no 
opportunity to hold sway. But 
there is the crack going around 
Washington that says: “I wish 
he would start running the 
presidency and stop acting like 
a congressman." 
Ford would be the first to 
reject the idea that his is a 
* caretaker” government. Come 
January, he believes his pro­ 


gram s will come more into 
focus 
But 
most 
of 
his 
own 
supporters are hard put to say 
where the United States stands 
on many leading issues. His 
administration in many ways is 
still on a shakedown cruise 
Some of his critics believe he 
cannot get a grip on the 
executive branch or to guide its 
future over the next several 
months 
By 
January, 
Ford 
was 
expected to drop many mem­ 
bers of the Nixon holdover 
Cabinet, though many are 
resisting When asked whether 
Nixon appointees should not 
leave, Labor Secretary Peter 
Brennan told an interviewer 
with a smile: “Ford is a Nixon 
appointee." 
Ford is open to new ideas and 
has a campaign underway to 
solicit the views of outsiders, 
He is not afraid to change his 
mind, although he indicates a 
show me attitude. 
As the next campaign rolls 
around, he may broaden his 
base and keep his door open to 
the reflections of others, even 
the opposition which is some­ 
thing his predecessor never did 
Ford apparently can take it 
as well as dish it out. When he 
learned that Sen. Sam Ervin of 
Watergate fame had twitted 
him for not being "so sm art” in 
a TV broadcast. Ford wanted to 
hear the tape. 
More and more he puts 
himself in Harry S. Truman's 
shape and he always remem­ 
bers how scrappy Truman was 
when the going got rough. 
Like Truman he may take his 
case to the people if Congress 
remains stubbornly opposed. 
And like Truman, he .may win 
in 1976. 
The main obstacle to his 
running appeared to be his wife 
Betty who recently underwent 
cancer surgery, but now she 
says his decision to get a new 
lease on the White House is 
"great."

There he met Mike Foglio, 
the indictments said, who was 
looking for a partner to buy 
into a massage parlor called 
the “Rap Studio." 
Caffrey put up a $2.500 down 
payment and together with 


Foglio, they paid the total 
$20.000 purchase price at the 
rate of $1,50 « day from profits 
at the parlor. 
"It was actually a house of 
pros t i t ut ion, ’ * 
Ca f f rey 
said, 
employing five to seven girls. 
In September, Caffrey said, 
while the parlor was being 
refurbished, a short, pudgy 
man entered, and “He wasn't 
at all bashful. ‘Call me Bill. 
I’m the bagman,’ he said with 
a smile." 
The man identified in the 
indictments as William Hobson, 
a building inspector for the 
city’s Housing and Develop­ 
ment Administration and a 
member of the mayor’s Mid­ 
town Task Force to clean up 
Times. Square. 
Hobson “demanded an initial 
payment of $250 and $100 a 
month, later,” a spokesman 
said. 
The indictments charged that

Service’s *poem “The Face on 
the Barroom Floor.” 
The poem as recited by 
Investigations 
Commissioner 
Nicholas Scoppetta ended “He 
then went to his pocket, and a 
roll he then withdrew'; Of brand 
new 20-dollar bills and he 
offered me a few." 
The indictments also charged 
that payoffs totaling $300 were 
made to Officer Herbert W. 
Engelhardt, a member of the 
detail known in police parlance 
as the “pimp posse." 
So good was Caffrey’s act, a 
spokesman said, that he was 
arrested three times by honest 
officers on various charges, all. 
of which were dismissed. 
Caffrxey said he made about a 
$10,'000 profit in the operation...

Consider River Birch 
When Planting Trees 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — pletcd, recommend Extension 
Most Indiana nurserymen know 
conservationists at Purdue 
that the white-barked birch is 
relatively short-lived. The tree 
suffers from hot midwestern 
summers and bronze birch 
borers. 
The river birch, Betula nigra, 
however, is relatively tolerant 
of both the borer and the 
climate, points out John A. 
W'ott, Purdue University ex­ 
tension home envitonment 
horticulturist. 
Hence, 
it 
deserves wider use. 
But the river birch cannot be 
considered, a substitute for the 
white 
birches 
(Bo tul a, 
papyrifera and Betula péndula) 
without qualification, adds 
Wott. 
The river oirch’s bark is 
distinctly different from that of 
the white-barked birches- 
although attractive enough to be 
recommended. Typically, its 
outside bark is crea my-buff to 
tan and large patches curl back, 
revealing a medium to reddish- 
brown under surface. 
Yet, in its owrn way, the 
overall effect is fully as orn- 
mental as that of the white 
birches, says Wott. 
Lake all birches, the male 
catkins expand in 
early 
springjts overall form is similar 
to the paper birch and equally 
well suited to specimen use. 
Since the river birch grows 
wild over most of eastern United 
States-from New England to 
southern Minnesota, to Forida 
and Texas-much variation can 
be expected. For best results, 
make sure your plants are from 
native stock close to the mid- 
wrest. 
Although the river birch is 
found growing naturally in wet 
soils, it also performs well in 
soils of average moisture, Wott 
assures. And it is considered 
easier to transplant than the 
w'hitebarked birch. 
To avoid frost damage, cover 
drain tile installed in the fall as 
soon as installation is com-

Israel mourned its dead in 
the frontier town of Beit Shean 
today and declared a “war on 
terror” to rid the Middle East 
of Arab guerrillas.

Police sent reinforcements to 
the town of 
13.000 near the 
Jordanian border to prevent 
demonstrations at the funeral 
of two men and two women 
killed 
in 
Tuesday’s 
Arab 
commando attack. 
Israeli 
troops 
stormed 
the 
apartment building and killed 
three guerrillas holed up for 
three hours. 
Police said the 
com m andos 
carried 
rifles, 
grenades,, propaganda leaflets 
and dynamite. 
Twenty-three 
Israelis 
were 
injured, most of them when 
they jumped from windows in 
the 
12-apartment,, 
three-story 
building. They were taken to a 
hospital in neaby Afula. 
Seething with anger, a half- 
dozen 
men 
rushed 
into 
the 
apartment when the shooting 
stopped and threw four bodies 
out the window to the ground, 
where 
hundreds 
of 
enraged 
residents set them on fire. 
The angry Israelis m istakenly 
burned the body of Yehuda 
B ebas, 
who 
lived 
in, 
the 
apartment taken over by the 
guerrillas and was killed in the 
fighting. 
The crowd 
shouted 
“ Here 
com es another one” 
as 
the 
bodies 
were 
flung 
out 
the 
window. 
As 
they 
burned, 
onlookers shouted “Death to the 
terrorists.” Police doused the 
flam es and dragged, away the 
corpses. 


In Jerusalem , Defense Minis­ 
ter Shimon Peres told parlia­ 
ment Israel would hunt down 
“the terrorists in all corners of 
this land, until the last, one of 
them is elim inated.” 


“ In addition, all the m easu­ 
res, all the manpower, m ateri­ 
als and methods demanded to 
put. an end to this new wave 
will

for the war on terror,” he said.

The 
object would be to create a 
uniform'-quality grade, leaner 
and cheaper than Choice and 
Prim e, as an alternative for 
shoppers who might prefer it.

York State and! part of Vermont 
under a 1794 treaty. 
I tried to visit the cam p near 
picturesque

I^ake. 
A 
young Mohawk sentry, arm ed 
with how and arrow, his hair in 
long braids and rope headband, 
barred the way on the ice- 
crusted road up the scrub oak 
slope. 
A bespectacled Indian spokes­ 
man cam e from a split log hut 
to tell at length of the move “to 
return to the old ways, to hunt 
and hsh and live off the land in 
a non monied society.” 
He spoke with sarcasm of 
how “your nation has oppressed 
neoples all over the world just 


as we have been oppressed. 
“ But 
the 
oppressed 
are 
getting back their land from 
your nation. They did in the 
Philippines.” said the Mohawk 
in warm boots, winter coat and 
m ittens. “ We’re asking that the 
federal government recognize 
our legal right to the land.” 
The Indian 
occupation 
at 
tra d e d relatively little atten­ 
tion through the sum m er. State 
and local authorities tried to 
negotiate the return of the land. 
The 
Mohawks 
opened 
their 
cam p to 
all 
Indians. 
Some 
cam e from Canada One Sioux 
joined them from the South 
w est. 
Then on Oct. 28, a nine-year- 
old girl and a 22-year-old man 
were shot as they passed the 
cam p in cars. More than 56

surrounded

area. The Indians refused to let 
them in and said they would 
talk only with the President of

Onondaga 
Chief 
Oren Lyons lent his support. 
“The treaty signed in 1794 
between the big Six Nation 
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Confederacy and the ’ United 
States establishes a procedure 
to settle injuries. This is the 
procedure that m ust be fol­ 
lowed.” he said.

with the Indians and investiga­ 
tors 
were 
allowed into

camp. The tension eased. Only 
a few sta te policem en keep 
watch on the cam p. The Indians 
say they prefer to settle it in 
court but still insist President 
Ford should intervene.

♦» prevails, the 
Indians are preparing for a 
long stay. 
There is fear among many 
white residents. 
“T here”s only one road out of 
here 
and 
that’s 
by 
those 
Indians,” said Doug Bennett of 
Big 
Moose. 
“We 
could 
be 
virtually isolated if real trouble 
ever broke out.” 
A housewife said the school 
bus for Big Moose passes the 
Indian cam p daily. 
“ Would you w ant m aniacs 
like them living so close to you 
and shooting innocent people’7” 
said a shopkeeper in E agle 
Bay.

The Republican minority in 
the House at first sought to
